Christian Dead 


Reflecting the other day upon 
the sad state of the churches at 
the present moment, I was led to 
look back to apostolic times and 
to consider wherein the preaching 
of the present day differed from 
the preaching of the apostles. I 
remarked the vast difference in 
their style from the set and form- 
al oratory of the present age. I 
remarked that the apostles did 
not take ae etext when they 
preached, nor did they confine 
themselves to one subject, much 
less to any place of wership; but 
I find that they stood up in any 
place and declared from the full- 
ness of their heart what they 
knew of Jesus Christ. 

But the main difference I ob- 
served was in the subjects of 
theim preaching. Surprised I was 
when I discovered that the very 
staple of the preaching of the 
apostles was the resurrection of 
the dead. I found myself to have 
been preaching the doctrine of 
the grace of God; to have been 
leading the people of God, as well 
as I was enabled, inte the deep 
things of His word; but I was 
surprised to find that I had not 
been copying the apostolic fashion 
half as nearly as I might have 
done.

It appears that 
the alpha and omega of their Gos- 
pel was the testimony that Jesus 
Christ died and rose again from 
the dead according to the Scrip- 
tures. When they chose another 
apostle in the room of Judas, who 
had become apostate (Acts 1:22), 
they said, “One must be ordained 
to be a witness with us of his 
resurrection;” so that the very of- 
fice of an apostle was to be a 
witness of the resurrection.

When Peter stood up before the 
multitude, he declared unto them 
that “David spoke of the resur- 
rection of Christ.” When Peter 
and John were taken before the 
council, the great cause of their 
arrest was that the rulers were 
grieved ‘because they taught the 
people, and preached through Je- 
sus Christ the resurrectidn from 


the dead” (Acts 4:2). When they 
were set free, after having been 
examined, it is said, “With great 


power gave the apostles witness of 
the resurrection of the Lord Je- 
sus: and great grace Was upon 
them all” (Acts 4:33). It was this 
which stirred the curiosity of the 
Athenians when Paul preached 


among them. “They said, He seem- 
eth to be a setter-forth of strange 
gods: because he preached unto 
them Jesus, and the resurrection 
of the dead.” And this moved the 
laughter of the Areopagites, for 
when he spoke of the resurrection 
of the dead, “some mocked: and 
others said, We will hear thee

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10 Chapters on God’s Foreknowledge, Predestination 
and Election Explained from the Scriptures, Cor- 
recting the Errors of Hyper-Calvinism, Com- 
forting the Saints, Inviting Sinners

Chapter IX 


God Predestinates Those Who Will Trust 


in Christ to Land Safe at Last in Heaven! 


Hyper-Calvinists have a_ bad 
teaching, a false doctrine. And it 
comes from a misapplication and 
a misunderstanding of a very few 
Scriptures, and.a total ignoring 
of many Others. No Scripture ever 
said that God predestinates any- 
body to be lost. Not a verse of 
Scripture in the Bible says that 
some are predestined to be saved 
whether they choose to trust in 
Christ or not. No, such a teach- 
ing is only inferred by a misappli- 
cation of certain Scriptures. But 
God does teach that He has de- 
termined ahead of time to take 
all who will trust Christ safe to 
Heaven. 

There are some Scriptures 
which refer to God’s selection of 
individuals for a certain destiny, 
and His rejection of individuals or 
nations for that destiny. Such 
Scriptures are taken to mean that 
God selects some to be saved and 
some to be lost. 


For example, in Romans 9:11- 
13 the Seripture plainly says that 
God chose Jacob to be the head 
of the nation Israel, and rejected 
Esau for that purpose. 

“(For the children being not yet 
born, neither having done any 
good or evil, that the purpose of 
God according to election might 
stand, not of works, but of him 
that calleth;:) It was. said unto 
her, The elder shall serve the 
younger. As it is written, Jacob 
have I loved, but Hsau have I 
hated.” 

All the context, the Scripture 
quoted from the Old Testament, 
and the historical passages in Gen- 
esis dealing with the matter, 
plainly show that this is the mean- 
ing. God chose Jacob to be the 
head of the nation who would in- 
herit the promises given to Abra- 
ham and his seed; He rejected 
Esau for this purpose. That had 
nothing to do with whether either 
or both of the men would be 
saved. Neither was predestined to 


be saved, and neither was. pre- 
destined to be lost. 

It is true that in Exodus we 
are told that “the Lord hardened 
Pharaoh's heart.” But from the 
context and the discussion in 
Romans 9:14-24, it is clear. that 
Pharaoh was already a_ wicked 
rebel against God, a murderer, 
the enslaver of God’s people, re- 
jecting every call, every demand 
that God made. So God raised him 
up for destruction. He hardened 
Pharaoh’s heart in his refusal to 
let the children of Israel go. But 
He did not harden Pharaoh’s heart 
toward the matter 
and God. That was already done 
before God brought him to de- 
struction. Pharaoh had hardened 
his own heart. 


Then in a few places in the 
Bible God’s people are spoken of 
as being elected or ordained. But 
always it is with the meaning that 
God has plainly promised and or- 
dained that those who trust in 
Christ shall be saved and that 
He will keep them and bring them 
safe to Glory. 

The most prominent and most 
explicit of these passages is Ro- 
mans 8:28-34, and we should read 
it very carefully. What a glorious 
Scripture it is! This Scripture 
means what it says and says what 
it means. 

“And we know that all things 
work together for good to them 
that love God, to them who are 
the called according to his pur- 
pose. For whom he did foreknow, 
he also did predestinate to be con- 
formed to the image of his Son, 
that he might be the firstborn 
among many brethren. Moreover 
whom he did predestinate, them 
he also called: and whom he 
called, them he also justified: and 
whom he justified, them he also 
glorified. What shall we then say 
to these things? If God be for us, 
who can be against us? He chat 
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spared not his own Son, but de- 
livered him up for us all, how 
shall he not with him also freely 
give us all things? Who shall lay 
anything to the charge of God’s 
elect? It is God that justifieth. 
Who is he that condemneth? | It 
is Christ that died, yea rather, 
that is risen again, who is even 
at the right hand of God, who 
also maketh intercession “for us.” 

We believe this Scripture en- 
compasses all the truth that is 
revealed to us about predestina- 
tion, election, and foreordination 
as it relates to salvation. There 
are other Scriptures which briefly 
mention the subject, but the above 
Scripture in Romans 8 is fuller 
and more explicit. 


I. The Only Foreordination 
the Bible Speaks of Regard- 
ing Salvation Is for Good, 
Not Bad, for Salvatien and 

Not for Damnation 

Everything in the passage under 
discussion, Romans 8:28-34 and its 
context, is addressed to Christians, 
not «to lost people. It brings as- 
surance, not despair. It is “to 
them that love God” (vs. 28). The 
only predestination discussed here 
is predestination ‘‘to be conformed 

to the image of his Son” (vs. 29). 

The only predestination and fore- 

ordination spoken of here is for 
those who will be saved, not for 
those who will be lost. 


God’s children are often called 
“the elect.” Leaving out some 
passages that probably refer to 
Israel as a select, chosen nation, 
we find still many Scriptures 
which very clearly refer to Chris- 
tians as God’s elect. See Luke 
18:7, Romans 8:33, Colossians 3: 
12, I Timothy 5:21, Il Timothy 
2:10: Titus: 1:1, I. Peter: 152.4 
Peter 2:6, II John 1, and II John 
13. 


In I Peter 5:13 certain Chris- 
tians are called “elected.” In I 
Thessalonians 1:4 and II Peter 
1:10 the “election” of Christians 
is mentioned. 

Now, if God has elected more 
people to be damned than those 
chosen to be saved, and if He has 
determined their damnation, their 
“reprobation,” as hyper-Calvinists 
say— isn’t it strange that it is nev- 
er mentioned? All the election as 
far as the doctrine of salvation 
goes in the Bible is about Chris- 
tians, never about the lost! 

The Bible often speaks of peo- 
ple elected for Heaven. It never 
speaks of anybody who is elected 
or chosen to go to Hell. Reader, 
do you not think it wise for us 
to keep the emphasis just where 
the Bible keeps it? Then we must 
not teach that God has chosen 
anybody to be damned. The Bible 
does not teach that. 

The term “ordained” is used fre- 
quently in the New Testament. 
Only one time, I believe, is it used 
in reference to salvation. Acts 
13:48 speaks of “As many as 
were ordained to eternal life.” 
Note that here the reference is 
to people being saved, not people 
being damned. Of course God 
knew who would be saved, who 
would trust Christ, and these were 
saved. But it is certainly impres- 
sive that not once in the Bible 
are we ever told that anybody is 
ordained or elected or selected 
or foreordained to be damned, 
predestined to go to Hell. 

In Romans 8:29, 30, quoted 
above, twice the term ‘“predesti- 
nate” is used about Christians. 
Again in Ephesians 1:5, 11 Chris- 
tians are spoken of as being “pre- 
destinated.” But again there is no 
such word used anywhere about 
people being damned, foreor- 
dained or predestined 10 be lost 
with no chance to be-saved. Such 
a doctrine ‘is not taught in the 
Bible. The election for eternity is 
of Christians. 

It may be that proud and 
haughty people with carnal pride 
and selfishness may then infer 
that they are so much more loved 
of God than others that they are 
chosen and others are rejected, 
and they may infer that as God 
has chosen them for Glory, He 
has chosen others to be lost. But 
that inference is not even hinted 
at in the Scripture. It comes from 
a serious misunderstanding of the 
Scriptures and perhaps from a 
heart either calloused toward all 
the promises and offers of mercy 
of God, or ignorant of them. No 
one has a right to teach from 
these Scriptures that God has pre- 
destinated some people to be lost 
so that they cannot repent and

Do you think my pastor is 
doing right in forbidding me 
to teach because of a sin com- 
mitted nineteen years ago? 


ANSWER: I feel that the fol- 
lowing conclusions would fit in 
with God’s plan and the teaching 
of the Word of God concerning the 
questions you asked me. 


1. God does forgive sin when 
we confess it to Him and turn 
our hearts from it. That is. made 
clear in the blessed promise of I 
John 1:9, “If we confess our sins, 
he is faithful and just to forgive 
us our sins, and to cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness.” The very 
moment you saw your sin and 
turned your heart wholly from it, 
that moment the sin was cleansed 
and forgiven, God does not hold it 
against you. 

2. 1 think the Bible is clear 
that God can use sinners who have 
been cleansed. In fact, the only 
kind of people in the world are 
sinners. Everybody has a past. It 
ts not always the same kind of 
past, and some people have been 
more under reproach than others, 
but all of us.are sinners. None of 
us deserves the blessing of God. 
And so I believe that when one 
is cleansed and forgiven he or she 
has a right to be used in the 
Lord’s work. 

3. However, there is one point 
that we dare not forget. We must 
take some time to prove ourselves 
after sin. Even in regard to a 
bishop or pastor the Scripture 
says, “Not a novice, lest being 
lifted up with pride he ‘fall into 
the condemnation of the devil” (i 
Tim. 3:6). It takes time for one 
to prove himself and to be fit for 
leadership. And> that 
more true if there has been some 
public disgrace in the sins of the 
past. : 

I believe that a man who was 
a drunkard can become a great 
preacher. But I do not think we 
ought to elect him pastor of a 
church the next day after he is 
converted. I would not even allow 
one of my daughters to have dates 
with a man who had been a 
drunkard and has been converted, 
until there had been at least a 
year or more of sober living and 
there was abundant evidence that 
drinking was a thing of the past 
and gone forever. Good resolutions 
would not satisfy me. I woulfl re 
quire the proof of solid yehr-in, 
year-out godliness in actual prac- 
tice. And it is only fair to say 


is all the 


that I would much rather my 
daughters never keep company 
with one who had been an out- 
rageous sinner. I am simply say- 
ing it is only propér and right 
to expect people to take time to 
prove themselves after they have 
been guilty of some disgraceful 
sin. 

4. Another thing, those who 
have known sin and disgrace in 
the past must expect some people 
who are not thoughtful and some 
people who are very earnest, but 
critical, to talk about them and 
ask questions. That is part of the 
reason why we must take time to 
live things down. To be useful in 
Christian leadership one must 
have the confidence of the people. 
And that confidence must . be 
earned, even though you are now 
living clean and close to the Lord, 
as I judge you are. 

o. | suggest that you talk first 
to the pastor and tell him you 
want to teach and you would want 
to take the matter to the educa- 
tion board. If there are recent 
matters of serious sin in your life, 
then he would be right to ask you 
to wait a bit, until you prove 
yourself. But if there is no more 
serious matter of sin in your life, 
than in the normal, average 
church membership there, you 
would have a right to insist on a 
right for service or at least a 
right to let the committee or the 
people pass on it. 


The thing to do is to be hum- 
bie. If there is any fault in your 
life, confess it frankly and set out 
to make it right. [f you have 
ever excused your sin, then make 
clear to people now that you do 
not excuse your sin, that you have 
ionestly confessed it and that it 
is forgiven. I hope you will be 
humble and kindly and forbearing 
with those who are troubled about 
the matter, for they may very 
well be honest, good Christian 
people trying to do right. But I 
do think that if for an extended 
period of time you have proven 
yourself clean and devout and 
prayerful and holy in your life, 
you have a right to a chance for 
service; 

I pray that God will give wis- 
dom and that the thing may be 
done without strife and hard feel- 
ings.

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The next night, Sunday—the 
night the meeting closed—she did 
not return to the services. In- 
stead, she had her first date with 
a 25-year-old friend, going to the 
movies. On their return to the 
girl’s home shortly after midnight, 
a 28-year-old Korean war veteran 
and holder of the Silver Star for 
heroic action in the Pork Chop 
Hill fighting of Korea was lying 
on the ground just beyond a 
neighbor’s picket fence, a twenty- 
two rifle cradled in his arms. 

When the couple walked around 
the corner of the house, the jeal- 
ous ex-suitor aimed his rifle at 
the girl’s heart and fired. He 
missed the girl and the slug tore 
through -the heart of her escort, 
killing him instantly. The madman 
shot again and the slug just 
missed the girl’s heart, entering 
instead into her left arm, severing 
an artery. She screamed and fell 
to the ground, losing blood rapid- 
ly. Neighbors and parents rushed 
to her aid, an ambulance was 
called, police were notified, and 
the girl was rushed to a hospital 
where she underwent surgery and 
received numerous blood transfu- 
sions in an effort to save her life. 
She spent nearly three hours in 
the operating room and was event- 
ually pronounced “out of danger.” 

Little did that girl suspect that 
barely more than 24 hours after 
she had said “No” to Jesus Christ 
in that revival meeting, her es- 
cort would be shot dead and she 
would be in a hospital fighting for 
her life. How eagerly she would 
have trusted the Saviour if she 
had only known! But it is abso- 
lutely impossible for anyone. to 
know when sudden death is going 
to strike. Because of this it is so 
very important we be ready when- 
ever that time arrives. Job re- 
minds us about man, that “his 
days are determined, the number 
of his months are-with thee, thou 
hast appointed his bounds that he 
cannot pass” (Job 14:5). Only the 
child of God can truly live with- 
out fear with reference to the 
approach of the Grim Reaper.

No 
wpnder Jesus insisted, “But seek 
ye first the kingdom of God, and 
his righteousness .. .” (Matt. 6:

Wants Fundamentalism 


Destroyed 


In the little seminary magazine, 
The Tie, Dr. Duke K. McCall, 
president of Southern Baptist 
Theological Seminary, has a regu- 
lar column, ‘Thinking Aloud.” In 
the issue for February, the column 
was titled, “Which Way?” He 
says, “While educational institu- 
tions must belong to the denomi- 
nation and be within the orbit of 
denominational control, it is a 
grave mistake for the denomina- 
tion to insist upon riding with a 
tight rein.” And he continues by 
saying that the educational insti- 
tution knows better than the de- 
nomination and should lead the 
way and the denomination follow.

And he says, “Obviously, when 
educational institutions render 
this type of service, they subject 
themselves to the charge leveled 
against Job, ‘“‘Thou are destroying 
religion.’ ” 

Then Dr. McCall says, “Let me 
describe two types of religion I 
would like to see destroyed that 
Biblical faith might flourish and 
Christ be acknowledged as Lord.” 


What types of religion does Dr. 
McCall say he wishes to see de- 
stroyed, and that the seminary 
must lead the denomination in this 
matter even though it be accused 
of “destroying religion’? He says 
there are two extremes, “On the 
one hand, there is the fundamen- 
talist who, when you listen to him 
carefully, is always concerned 
about some institutional form. It 


‘is institutional religion with which 


he is concerned. It is the jots and 
the tittles. It is concern lest corn 
be plucked for hungry disciples on 
the Sabbath day. It is complaint 
that one not properly initiated has 
entered the temple. Even when he 


is right, he magnifies minors.” 
Fundamentalists are, of course, 
the Bible believers who beheve in 
the verbal inspiration of the Bi- 


ble, in the virgin birth, the blood 
atonement, the deity, bodily resur- 
rection of Christ, etc. Famous fun- 
damentalists have included Dr. W. 
B. Riley, one of the founders and 
president of the World’s Funda- 
mentals Association. Other leading 
fundamentalists have included Dr. 
Machen, Dr; Robert Dick Wilson 
of Princeton, Dr. Charles Trum- 
bull of the Sunday School Times, 
Dr. James M. Gray of Moody Bi- 
ble Institute, Dr. R. A. Torrey, 
famous evangelist, Dr. C. I. Sco- 
field, ete. Their type of religion, 
Dr. McCall says, majors on minors, 
is interested in “jots and the tit- 
tles,” and their type of religion 
he hopes to see destroyed. He 
says the seminary should lead the 
Southern Baptist denomination in 
trying to destroy the fundamen- 
talist religion. : 
The other extreme he mentions 
is as follows: “On the other hand 
the liberal is always concerned 
with making religion an esoteric 
truth for the initiated only.’ Now 
the president of one of the largest 
seminaries in the world really 
knows what fundamentalism is 
and what liberalism is. So if. in 
this case he ignores the truth, he 
does it deliberately. He knows 
that fundamentalists are those 
who believe the Bible, all of. it, 
and the historic Christian faith, 
and defend it. He knows that the 
liberals (a more pleasant term 
for modernists) do not believe the 
Bible and have departed from the 
historic Christian faith as held 
by Southern Baptists. But he does 


not say that. And he pretends that | 


the Bible believers are just as 
bad as the men who are against 
the Bible, and he wants to see 
both types of religion destroyed, 
he says! 

Southern Baptists, are you pay- 
ing the Seminary and Dr. McCall 
to destroy the fundamentalist re- 
ligion? Are you paying him to de- 
stroy the religion of- B. H. Carroll, 


J. B. Gambrell, J. B. Tidwell, L. 
R. Searborough, George W. 'Tru- 
ett, etc.? 

All who give money to the 
Southern Baptist Co-operative 
Program, undesignated, are thus 
putting their money and influence 
behind the destruction of the fun- 
damentals of the faith among 
Southern Baptists, deliberately

again of this matter.” Truly did 
Paul say, when he stood before 
the council of the Pharisees and 
Sadducees, “Concerning the resur- 
rection of the dead I am called 
in question.” And equally truly 
did he constantly assert, “If Christ 
be not risen from the dead, then 
is our preaching vain, and your 
faith is vain, and ye are yet in 
your sins,” 

The resurrection of Jesus and 
the resurrection of the righteous 
is a doctrine which we believe, but 
which we too seldom preach or 
care to read about. It has been 
set down as a well-known truth, 
and therefore has never been dis- 
cussed. I am persuaded, however, 
that there is much power in this 
doctrine; and if I preach it this 
morning you will see that God will 
own the apostolic preaching, and 
there -will be conversions. I in- 
tend putting it to the test now 
to see whether there be not some- 
thing which we cannot perceive 
at present in the resurrection of 
the dead, which is capable of mov- 
ing the hearts of men and bringing 
them into subjection to the Gos- 
pel of our Lord and Saviour Je- 
sus Christ. 

There are very few Christians 
who. believe the resurrection of 
the dead. You may be surprised 
to hear that, but I should not 
wonder if I discovered that you 
yourself have doubts on the sub- 
ject. By the resurrection of the 
dead is meant something very dif- 
ferent from the immortality of 
the. soul; that, every Christian be- 
lieves, and therein are only “on a 
level with the heathen, who be- 
lieve it too. The light of nature 
is sufficient to tell us that the 
soul is immortal, so that the in- 
fidel who doubts it is a worse 
fool than a heathen, for he, before 
revelation was given, had discov- 
ered it. There are some faint 
elimmerings *in men of reason 
which teach that the soul is some- 
thing so wonderful that it must 
endure forever. But the resurrec- 
tion of the dead is quite another 
doctrine, dealing not with the soul, 
but with the body. The doctrine 
is that this actual body in which 
I now exist is to live with my 
soul; that not only is the “vital 


‘| spark. of heavenly flame” to burn 


in heaven, but the very censer in 


which the incense of life doth. 


smoke is holy unto the Lord, and 
is to be preserved forever. The 
spirit, every one confesses, is eter- 
nal; but how many there are who 
deny that the bodies of men will 
actually start up from their 
graves at the great day! 

Many of you believe you will 
have a body in Heaven, but you 
think it will be an airy, fantastic 
body, instead of believing that it 
will be a body like to this—flesh 
and blood (although not the same 
kind of flesh, for all flesh is not 
the same flesh), a solid, substan- 


tial body, even such as we have’ 


here, And there are yet fewer of 
you who believe that the Wicked 
will have bodies in Hell; for it 
is gaining ground everywhere that 
there are to be no positive tor- 
ments for the damned in Hell to 
affect their bodies, but that it is 
to be metaphorical fire, meta- 
phorical brimstone, metaphorical 
chains, metaphorical torture. But 
if you were Christians, as you pro- 
fess to be, you would believe that 
every mortal man who ever exist- 
ed shall not only live by the im- 
mortality of his soul,*but his body 
shall live again; that the very 
flesh in which he now walks the 
earth is as eternal as the soul, 
and shall exist forever. That is 
the peculiar doctrine of Christian- 
ity. The heathens never guessed or 
imagined such a thing; and con- 
sequently when Paul spoke of the 
resurrection of the dead; “some 
mocked,’ which proves that they 
understood him to speak of the 
resurrection of the body, for they 
would not have mocked had he 
only spoken of the immortality of 
the soul, that having been already 
proclaimed by Plato and Socrates, 
and received with reverence. 

We are now about to preach 
that there shall be a resurrection 
of the dead, both of the just and 
unjust. We, shall consider first 
the resurrection of the just; and 
secondly, the resurrection of the 
unjust, 


I. There Shall Be a Resur- 
rection of the Just 

The first proof I will offer of 
this is that it has been the con- 
stant and unvarying faith of the 
saints from the earliest periods of 
time. Abraham believed the resur- 
rection of the dead, for it is said

in the Epistle to the Hebrews, 
chapter 11, verse 19, that he “ac- 
counted that God was able to raise 
up Isaac even from the dead: from 
whence also he received him in a 
figure.” I have no doubt that Jo- 
seph believed in the resurrection, 
for he gave commandment con- 
cerning his bones and surely he 
would not have been so careful of 
his body if he had not believed 
that it should be raised from the 
dead. 

The patriarch Job. was a firm 
believer in it, for he said, in that 
oft repeated text, Job 19:25, 26: 
“For I know that my redeemer 
liveth, and that he shall stand at 
the latter day upon the earth: 
And though after my skin worms 
destroy this body, yet in my flesh 
shall I see God.” 

David believed it beyond a sha- 
dow of a doubt, for he sang of 
Christ, “Thou wilt not leave my 
soul in hell, neither wilt thou suf- 
fer thine holy One to see cor- 
ruption.” 

Daniel believed it, for he said 

that “many who sleep in the dust 
shall rise, some to everlasting 
shame, and some to everlasting 
contempt.” 
Souls do not sleep in the dust; 
bodies do. It will do you good to 
turn to one or two passages and 
see what these holy men thought. 
For instance, in Isaiah 26:19, you 
read: “Thy dead men shall live, 
together with my dead body shall 
they arise. Awake and sing, ye 
that dwell in the dust: for thy 
dew is as the dew of herbs, and 
the earth shall cast out the dead.” 
We will offer no explanation. The 
text is positive and sure. 

Let another prophet speak—Ho- 
sea 6:1, 2: “Come, and let us re- 
turn unto the Lord: for he hath 
torn, and he will heal us; he hath 
smitten, and he will bind us up. 
After two days he will revive us: 
in the third day he will raise us 
up, and we shall live in his sight.” 
Although this does not declare the

It is declared by Paul, also, in 
Hebrews 11:35, that such was the 
constant faith of the martyrs; for 
he says, “Others were tortured, 
not accepting deliverance; © that 
they might obtain a better resur- 
rection.” :

and tortures unutterable,. believed 
in the resurrection, and_ that 
resurrection stimulated them to 
give their bodies to the flames, not 
caring even for death, but believ- 
ing that thereby they should at- 
tain to a blessed resurrection, But 
our Saviour brought the resur- 
rection to light in the most ex- 
cellent manner, for He explicitly 
and frequently declared it. “Mar- 
vel not,” said He, “at what I 
have said unto you. Behold, the 
hour cometh when they that are 
in their graves shall hear the 
voice of God.” “The hour is com- 
ing when he will call°the dead to 
judgment, and they shall stand 
before his throne.”’ Indeed, 
throughout His preaching, there 
was one continued flow of firm 
belief, and a public and positive 
declaration of the resurrection of 
the dead. 


I will not trouble you with any 
passages from the writings of the 
apostles: they abound therewith. 
In fact, Holy Scripture is so full 
of this doctrine that I marvel, 
brethren, that we should so soon 
have departed from the steadfast- 
ness of our faith, and that it 
should be believed in many 
churches that the actual bodies of 
the saints will not live again, and 
especially that the bodies of the 
wicked will not have a future ex- 
istence. We maintain, as our text 
doth, that “‘there shall be a resur- 
rection of the dead, both of the 
just and unjust.” 

A second proof, we think, we 
find in the translation of Hnoch 
and Elijah to Heaven. We read of 
two men who went to Heaven in 
their bodies. Enoch “was not; for 
God took him; and Elijah was 
carried to Heaven in a chariot of 
fire. Neither of these men left 
his ashes in the grave; neither 
left his body to be censumed by 
the worm, but both of them in 
their mortal frames (changed and 
glorified doubtless) ascended up 
on high. Now, those two were the 
pledge to us that all of us shall 
rise in the same manner. Would 
it be likely that two bright spirits 
would sit in Heaven clothed in 
flesh, while the rest of us were 
unclothed? Would it be at. all 
reasonable that Enoch and Elijah 
should be the only saints who 
should have their bodies in Heav- 
en, and that we should be there 
only in our souls—poor souls! 
longing to have our bodies again. 
No; our faith tells us that these 
two men having safely gone to 
Heaven, as John Bunyan hath it, 
by a bridge that no one else trod, 


‘by which they were not under the 


necessity to wade the river, we 
shall also rise from the_ flood, 
and our flesh shall not forever 
dwell with corruption. 


There is a remarkable passage 


in Jude, where it speaks of Mich- 


ael the archangel contending with 
the Devil about the body of Moses, 
and using no “railing accusation.” 
Now, this refers f6 the great doc- 
trine of angels watching over the 
bones of the saints. Certainly, it 
tells us that the body of Moses 
was watched over by a great 
archangel; the Devil thought to 
disturb that body, but Michael 
contended with him about it. Now 
would there be a contention about 
that body if it had been of no 
value? Would Michael contend for 
that which was only to be the food 
of worms? Would he wrestle with 
the enemy for that which was to 
be scattered to the four winds of 
heaven, never to be united again 
into a new and goodlier fabric? 
No; assuredly not. From this we 
learn that an angel watches over 
every tomb. 


It is no fiction, when on the 
marble we carve the cherubs with 
their wings. There are cherubs 
with outstretched wings over the 
head of the gravestones of all the 
righteous; ay, and where “the 
rude forefathers of the hamlet 
sleep,” in some nook o’ergrown by 
nettles, there an angel standeth 
night and day to watch cach bone 
and guard each atom, that at the 
those bodies, with 
more glory than they had on 
earth, may start up to dwell for- 
ever with the Lord. The guard- 
ianship of the bodies of the saints 
by angels proves that they shall 
rise again from the dead. 

Yet, further, the resurrections 
that have already taken place 
give us hope and confidence that

Do you not remember 
that it is written, when Jesus 
rose from the dead many of the 
saints that were in their graves 
arose, and came into the city, and 
appeared unto many? Have you 
not heard that Lazarus, though he 
had been dead three days, came 
from the grave at the word of Je- 
sus? Have you never read how the 
daughter of Jairus awoke from 
the sleep of death when he said, 
“Talitha, cumv’? Have you never 
seen him at the gates of Nain, 
bidding that widow’s son rise from 
the bier? Have you forgotten that 
Dorcas, who made garments for 
the poor, sat up and saw Peter 
after she had been dead? And dc 
you not remember Eutychus who 
fell from the third loft and was 
taken up dead, but who, at the 
prayer of Paul, was raised again? 
Or, does not your memory roll 
back to the time when hoary Eli- 
jah stretched himself upon the 
dead child, and the child breathed, 
and sneezed seven times, and his 
soul came to him? Or have you 
not read that when they buried a 
man, as soen as he touched the 
prophet’s bones he rose again to 
life? These are pledges of the 
resurrection; a few specimens, a 
few chance gems flung into the 
world to tell us how full God’s 
hand is of resurrection jewels. He 
hath given us proof that He is 
able to raise the dead, by the 
resurrection of a few, who after- 
ward were seen on earth by in- 
fallible witnesses. 


We must now, however, leave 
these things, and refer you once 
more to the Holy Spirit by way 
of confirming the doctrine that 
the saints’ bodies shall i again. 
The chapter in which you “will find 
one great proof is in the Ist 
Epistle to the Corinthians, 6:13: 
“Now the body is not for fornica- 
tion, but for the Lord; and the 
Lord for the body.” The body, 
then, is the Lord’s. Christ died not 
only to save my soul, but to save 
my body. It is said “he came to 
seek and to save that which was 
lost.” When Adam sinned, he lost 
his body, and he lost his soul too; 
he was a lost man, lost altogether. 
And when Christ came to save His 
people, He came to save their 
bodies and their souls. “Now the 
body is not for fornication, but 
for the Lord.” Is this body for the 
Lord, and shall death devour it? 
Is this body for the Lord, and 
shall winds scatter its particles 
far away where they never shall 
discover their fellows? No! the 
body is for the Lord, and the Lord 
shall have it. ‘““And God hath both 
raised up the Lord, and will also 
raise up us by his own power.” 

Now look at the next verse, 
“Know ye not that your bodies 
are the members of Christ?” Not 
merely is the soul a part of. Christ 
—united to Christ, but the body 
is also. These hands, these feet, 
these eyes, are members of Christ, 
if I be a child of God. I am one 
with. Him, not merely as to my 
mind, but one with Him as to this 
outward frame. The very body is 
taken into union. The golden 
chain which binds Christ to His 
people goes round the body and 
soul too. Did not the apostle say, 
“they two shall be one flesh. This 
is a great mystery: but I speak 
concerning Christ and_ the 
church’? (Ephesians, 5:31, 32). 
“They are one flesh;” and Christ's 
people are not only one with Him 
in spirit, but they are “one flesh” 
too. The flesh of man is united 
with the flesh of the God-man; 
and our bodies are members of 
Jesus Christ. Well, while the head 
lives the body cannot die; and 
while Jesus lives the members 
cannot perish. 

Further, the apostle says, in 
the 19th verse of I Corinthians, 
“Know ye not that your body is 
the temple of the Holy Ghost 
which is in you, which ye have of 
God, and ye are not your own? 
For ye are bought with a price.” 
This body, he says, is the temple 
of the Holy Ghost; and where the 
Holy Ghost dwells in a body, he 
not only sanctifies it, but renders 
it eternal. 

The temple of the Holy Ghost 
is as eternal as the Holy Ghost. 
You may demolish other temples, 
and their gods too, but the Holy 
Ghost cannot die, nor “can his 


| (Rom, 


temple perish.” Shall this body 
Which has onee had the Holy 
Ghost in it be always food for 
worms? Shall it never be seen 
more, but be like the dry bones 
of the valley? No; the dry bones 
shall live, and the temple of the 
Holy Ghost shall be built up 
again. Though the legs, the pillars, 
of that temple fall, though the 
eyes, the windows, of it be dark- 
ened, and those that look out of 
them see no more yet God shall 
re-build this fabric, re-light the 
eyes, and restore its pillars, and 
regild it with beauty, yea, “this 
mortal shall put on immortality, 
and this corruptible put on incor- 
ruption.” 

But the master argument with 
Which we :close our proof is that 
Christ rose from the dead: and 
verily His people shall. The chap- 
ter which we read at the com- 
mencement of the service is proof 
to a demonstration, that if Christ 
rise from the dead all His people 
must; that if there be no resur- 
rection, then is Christ not risen. 
But I will not long dwell on this 
proof, because I know you all 


feel its power, and there is no 
need for me to bring it out clearly. 
As Christ actually rose from the 
dead—flesh and blood*—so shall 
we. Christ was not a spirit when 
He rose from the dead; His 
body could be touched. Did not 
Thomas put his hand into His 
side? and did not Christ say, 
“Handle me, and see. A_ spirit 
hath not flesh and bones as ye 
see me have.” And if we are to 
rise as Christ did—and we are 
taught so—then we shall rise jn 
our bodies—not spirits, not fine 
aerial things, made of I know not 
what—some very fine and elastic 
substanee;~but-“‘as the Lord our 
Saviour rose, so all his followers 
must.” We shail rise in our flesh, 
“though all flesh is not the same 
flesh;”” we shall rise in our bodies, 
though all bodies are not the same 
bodies; and we shall rise in glory, 
though all glories are not the 
same glories. “There is one flesh 
of man and another of beasts;” 
and there is one flesh of this 
body, and another flesh of the 
heavenly body. There is one body 


for the soul here,’ and another

cannot be saved. That simply is 
not taught in any Scripture in the 
Bible! 

No, the predestination taught in 
the Bible, particularly in Romans 
8 :28-30, is for those who will be 
saved and these Scriptures are 
written for the comfort and as- 
surance that God will take them 
safely on to Heaven and will fin- 
ish the work that He has begun. 


If. The Only Foreordination 
and Predestination to Salva- 
tion Is Based Simply on 

God’s Foreknowledge of 

Who Will Trust Christ 
for Salvation 

There is a divine order in this 
Scripture which we dare not over- 
look. Read verses 29 and 30 again, 
in the wonderful eighth chapter of 
Romans, and see where predesti- 
nation starts: 


“For whom he did foreknow, 
he also did predestinate to be 
conformed to the image of his 
Son, that he might be the first- 
born among many brethren. More- 
over whom he did predestinate, 
them he also called: and whom he 
called, them he also justified: and 
whom he justified, them he also 
glorified.” 

The only people that God pre- 
destinates to be saved are those 
whom He did foreknow, that is, 
those who, in His infinite knowl- 
edge, God knows will, when given 
the opportunity, come to trust in 
Christ to be saved. It is not that 
predestination causes people to 
trust Christ and be saved. No, 
they are only predestinated to be 
saved because God knows that 
they will put their trust in Christ. 
Predestination is based wholly on 
God's foreknowledge. 

In Romans 8 Paul says about 
God that ‘whom he did foreknow, 
he also did predestinate fe 
8:25), The same truth is 
taught by the Apostle Peter in I 
Peter 1:2. There he addresses 
those who are the “elect accord- 
ing to the foreknowledge of God 
the Father ......’ 

You see, here it is twice ex- 
pressly stated that the election 
of Christians is based on the fore- 
knowledge of God; that is, their 
election is not the cause of their 
being saved, but they are predesti- 
nated’ simply ‘because God knows 
they will trust Him when they 
hear the Gospel. Remember this 
clear Bible teaching twice plainly 
stated in the New Testament, that 
predestination is based on God’s 
foreknowledge. God predestinates 
people to be saved whom He 
knows will. turn to Him in re- 
pentance and faith. 

To suppose that God, on some 
whim, predestinates one to be 
saved by “irresistible grace’ so 
that those saved can have nothing 
to do with it until it is accomp- 
lished, and that others are pre- 
destinated to be damned, irresist- 
ibly so they cannot change it— 
that idea is not taught in the 
Scriptures. No, in the Bible, pre- 
destination for eternity is for 
Christians only, and predestination 
is always for salvation and never 
against salvation, and it is based 
on the foreknowledge of God. 

To our ignorant, finite minds, 
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limited by our meager knowledge 
and experience, it is impossible 
to understand fully the foreknow]l- 
edge of God. My knowledge is 
measured in terms of time. Once 
I was a child. I grew, I had ex- 
periences, I learned. When I was 
a child I did not know what I 
know as a man. When I was a 
single man I did not know what 
I know as a husband and father, 
with many years of experience in 
the problems and responsibilities 
that go with a family. People, 
events, circumstances come into 
my knowledge and become a part 
of me. So, until I can become in- 
finite in mind like God, I cannot 
fully understand God’s foreknowl- 
edge of all things. 


But with God there is no past 
or future, but an eternal present. 
Before the world began, He knew 
every person who would be born 
and what they would do. The fu- 
ture He knows perfectly; the past 
He remembers perfectly. The past 
is as clear to God as the present. 
But the future is also as clear as 
the present. So before the world 
began, God gave His Son, and in 
the mind and plan of God, Christ 
was a Lamb slain before the foun- 
dation of the world (Rev. 13:8). 
Did God know when every sinner 
would trust in Him? Yes, He knew 
that before the world began, and 
He knows it now. And the only 
predestination regarding salvation 
is that God has determined that 
those who trust in Him will be 
carried on straight through to 
Heaven: Briefly that is the sum 
and substance of predestination, 
foreordination, and election as far 
as they relate to salvation at all. 


Mark it carefully. The Bible does 
not hint that God arranges it so 
that anyone will be saved with- 
out making the deliberate choice 
to turn to Christ and trust Him 
in penitent faith. God foreknows 
the moral choices of men, but God 
does not predestinate’ those 
choices! God made man in His 
own image, a moral being. It is 
a part of the nature of man that 


-|he has a conscience, that he is ac- 


countable in matters of right and 
wrong, that he must choose in 
right and wrong. A holy God 
could not arrange for a man to 
always choose the right without 
taking away the man’s personal- 
ity, his will, his God-like soul. 
And God could not arrange for a 
man to do wrong without being a 
partaker of man’s guilt and be- 
coming a sinning God! When God 
created man and created laws of 
right and wrong, and gave com- 
mandments and instructions and 
invitations to man, He then can- 
not coerce the will of man as if 
man were a-robot, a machine to 
be manipulated. 


God can bring the pressure of 
loving invitation or stern warn- 
ings, to cause a man to weigh the 
consequences and the moral is- 
sues and decide« But God cannot 
make all the moral decisions in 
the universe without leaving Him- 
self to be the only moral being in 
the universe. When He creates 
other moral beings, accountable, 
subject to laws and subject to re- 
wards and punishments, then God 
Himself thus deliberately limits 
His control over those beings.

II. Lessons From the Resur- 
rection of Christians .

So God. knows ahead of time 
who will trust Him, but God does 
not compel them to trust Him. 
God knows who will reject the 
Saviour, but God does not cause 
them to reject the Saviour. God’s 
foreknowledge does not involve 
the control of the will and does 
not do away with individual re- 
sponsibility for moral actions and 
decisions on the part of mankind. 

Here we are told that “whom 
he did foreknow, he also did pre- 
destinate to be conformed to the 
image of his Son.’ God knows who 
will trust the Saviour in peni- 
tent faith and be saved, so He 
plans ahead of time that these 
will be called by the Holy Spirit 
when they hear the Gospel, that 
they will be justified or trans- 
formed, then that one day they 
will be glorified at Christ’s com- 
ing, with resurrected bodies and 
their salvation made perfect and 
complete. Then, praise the Lord, 
every person who ever put his 
trust in Jesus Christ as Saviour 
will appear in the image of God's 
only begotten Son, and Jesus will 
be really, literally, “the firstborn 
among many brethren.” And all 
of these brethren (and sisters), 
perfect, glorified, worthy children 
of God, fit for the companionship 
and delightful presence of God 
forever!

See here the wonderful grace 
of God.

pretation, but every verse in the 
Bible fits into one general plan. 
So this verse simply carries fur- 
ther the blessed truth that God’s 
seeking, loving heart does all that 
a loving, just, and holy God can 
do to get all men saved. 

God knows who will trust Him, 
so He sees to it that every such 
person in the universe is called! 

Cornelius, the Roman centurion 
of the Italian band, a man from 
Rome who spoke Latin, earnestly 
sought God. He had no Bible, had 
hea@r@ no preacher. Yet in Acts, 
chapter 10, we are told that God 
sent an angel from Heaven to tell 
Cornelius where he could find a 
preacher who would tell him and 
his household how to be saved! 
How eager God is to see that ev- 
ery person who will hear the Gos- 
pel is called and the way of sal- 
vation is made clear. 


In the interior of Africa the 
chief of a tribe had a dream. Ac- 
cording to his dream, a great 
canoe with white wings arrived at 
a seaport many miles away. On 
the great canoe was a man witha 
strange white face who told peo- 
ple of the true God. The African 
chieftain was so impressed that 
he sent some of his men. to the 
seacoast. And there truly came a 
great ship and a missionary from 
America. They found an interpre- 
ter and told the strange story. 
The missionary came to the Afri- 
can village. The chieftain was not 
saved, but many in his village 
were. Why? Because God knew 
that there were hearts there open 
to the Gospel, and His loving 
heart would move heaven and 
earth to give them a chance to 
hear the Gospel and be saved! Ev- 
eryone whom God foreknows, He 
calls. 


We have already seen that in 
some sense Christ, lifted up, draws 
all men in the world to Him 
(John 12:32). We have seen that 
He is the “Light, which lighteth 
every man that cometh into the 
world” (John 1:9). But God goes 
further than that. He makes sure 
that everyone who follows what 
light he has can have more light. 
Everyone whose heart is open to 


truth hears the truth. Oh, God > 


goes to such length to save every- 
one who would be saved that it is 
wicked to blame Him if any man 
remains lost!

ability, serviceable to the church. 
Now, there were tears shed there: 
do you know what they were 
about? There was not a solitary 
tear shed about his soul. The doc- 
trine of the immortality of the 
soul was not required to give us 
comfort; for we knew it well, we 
were perfectly assured that he had 
ascended to Heaven. The burial 
service used in the Church of Eng- 
land most wisely offers us no com- 
fort concerning the soul of the 
departed believer, since that is in 
bliss, but it cheers us by remind- 
ing us of the promised resurrec- 
tion for the body; and when I 
speak concerning the dead, it is 
not to give comfort as to the soul, 
but as to the body. 


And this doctrine of the resur- 
rection has comfort for’ the 
mourners in regard to the buried 
mortality. You do not weep be- 
cause your father, brother, wife, 
husband, has ascended to Heaven 
—you would be cruel to weep 
about that. None of you weep be- 
cause your dear mother is before 
the throne; but you weep because 
her body is in the grave, because 
those eyes can no more smile on 
you, because those hands cannot 
caress you, because those sweet 
lips cannot speak melodious notes 
of affection. You weep because the 
body is cold, and dead, and clay- 
like; for the soul you do not weep. 
But I have comfort for you. That 
very body will rise again; that 
eye will flash with genius again; 
that hand will be held out in af- 
fection once more. Believe me, I 
am speaking no fiction. That very 
hand, that positive hand, those 
cold, clay-like arms that hung by 
the side and fell when you uplifted 
them, shall hold a harp one day; 
and those poor fingers, now icy 
and hard, shall be swept along 
the living strings of golden harps 
in Heaven. Yes, you shall see that 
body once more. 


Their inbred sins require 
Their flesh to see the dust; 
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Will not that -+remove your 
tears? “He is not dead, but sleep- 
eth.” He is not lost, he is “seed 
sown against harvest time _ to 
ripen.” His body is resting a little 
while, bathing itself in_ spices, 
that it may be fit for the em- 
braces of its Lord. 


And here is comfort for you, 
too, you poor sufferers, who suffer 
in your bodies. Some of you are 
almost martyrs with aches of one 
kind and _ another—lumbagoes, 
gouts, rheumatisms, and all sorts 
of sad afflictions that flesh is 
heir to. Scarcely a day passes 
but you are tormented with some 
suffering or other; and if you 
were silly enough to be always 
doctoring yourselves, you might 
always be having the doctor in 
your house. Here is comfort for 
you. That poor old rickety body 
of yours will live again without 
its pains, without its agonies; that 
poor shaky frame will be repaid 
all it has suffered: Ah! poor Negro 
slave, every scar upon your back 
shall have a stripe of honor in 
Heaven. Ah! poor martyr, the 
crackling of thy bones in the fire 
shall earn thee sonnets in glory; 
all thy sufferings shall be well 
repaid by the happiness thou shalt 
experience there. Don’t fear to 
suffer in your frame, because 
your frame will one day share in 
your delights. Every. nerve will 
thrill with delight, every muscle 
move with bliss; your eyes will 
flash with the fire of eternity; 
your heart will beat and pulsate 
with immortal blessedness; your 
frame shall be the channel of 
beatitude; the body which is now 
often a cup of wormwood, will be 
a vessel of honey; this body which 
is often a comb out of which gall 
distilleth, shall be a honeycomb of 
blessedness to you. Comfort your- 


not, your bodies shall live. 

But I want to draw a word of 
instruction from the text concern- 
ing the doctrine of recognition. 
Many have puzzled themselves as 
to whether they will know their 
friends in Heaven. Well, now, if 
the bodies are to rise from the 
dead, I see no reason why we 
should not know them. I think I 
should know some of my brethren, 
even by their spirits, for I know 
their character so well, having 
talked with them of the things of 
Jesus, and being well acquainted 
with the most prominent parts of 
their character. But I shall see 
their bodies too. I. always thought 
that a quietus to the question 
which the wife of old John Ryland 
asked: “Do you think,” she said, 
“you will know me in Heaven?” 

“Why,” said he, “I know you 
here; and do you think I shall be 
a bigger fool in Heaven than I am 
on earth?” 

The question is beyond dispute, 
We shall live in Heaven with bo- 
dies, and that decides the matter. 
We shall know each other in 
Heaven; you may take that for a 
positive fact, and not mere fancy. 

But now a word of warning, and 
then I have done with this part 
of the subject. If your bodies are 
to dwell in Heaven, I beseech you 
take care of them. I do not mean 
to take care of what you eat and 
drink, and wherewithal you shall 
be clothed; but I mean, take care 
that you do not let your bodies 
be polluted by sin. If this throat 
is to warble forever with songs of 
glory, let not words of lust defile 
it; if these eyes are to see the 
King in His beauty, ever let this 
be your prayer: “Turn off my eyes 
from beholding vanities;” if these 
hands are to hold a-palm-branch, 
O, let them never take a bribe, 
let them never seek after evil; 
if these feet are to walk the. gold- 


forever to talk of all he said and 
did, ah! let it not utter light and 
frothy things; and if this heart 
is to pulsate forever with bliss, I 
beseech you give it not unto 
strangers, neither let it wander 
after evil. If this body is to live 
forever, what care we ought to 
take of it; for our bodies are 
temples of the Holy Ghost, and 
they are members of the Lord 
Jesus, 


Now, will you believe this doc- 
trine or not? If you will not, you 
are excommunicate from the 
faith. This is the faith of the Gos- 
pel: and if you do not believe it, 
you have not yet received the Gos- 
pel. “For if the dead rise not, 
then your faith is vain, and ye 
are yet in your sins.” The dead in 
Christ shall rise, and they shall 
rise first.
